The concentrates are packed in straw begs instead 
of in steel drums# The KuniniHg«*Hong Kong air freight rate, about lh cents uer 
xjoimd of concentrate, is very high compared with the Hengtsu-Haiuhong rate of 
.0675 cents (aic). 

CaT will try to keep one C~46 on the MengtsaHJaip' *ong flight , which will en~ 
able it to make only three landings a day at Hal phong «— although the French 
are said to be ready to permit it to make six landing a day — which means 
that it can fly only 18 tons of the large Yunnan stocks of tin anct concen- 
trate to Hainhong dally. 

Rondon has abandoned its idea of smelting its Yumvm concentrates and is 
now Planning to sell the concentrates to RFC.
